Democratic Ways and Means 


Committeemcn Agree. 


CAltLlSLE DOES NOT OPPOSE" IT 


The Only Dill'crencc of Opliiiou is 


on the Taxation of Individ- 


ual Incomes. 


WASHIXCTOS, 
November 29. •— The 


Democratic members of the ways ant 
means committee met this afternoon to 
consider the internal revenue and in- 
come tax schedules of the new tarif 
bill. A full meeting ol the committee 
baa been called for Friday. 


The income tax question was the jrin- 


cipal theme of discussion today, and it 
was definitely concluded that such u 
plan should be reported, but there was 
much diversity of opinion as to the 
scope. Messrs. Ryan, McMillin, Whit- 
ing and others favored the plan of pro- 
viding for a gradual tux on all incomes 
in excess of $5000, but the other mem- 
bers of the committee urged the plan 
adopted should only apply to wealthy 
corporations and companies holding ex- 
clusive franchises, and that individuals 
should not be included in its provisions. 
It is therefore, on these questions of de- 
tail only that any trouble now remains. 


An income tax plan ia to be reported 


and it will impose a tax on incomes of 
corporations, companies holding valu- 
able and exclusive franchises, legacies, 
inheritances and successions of all kinds 
and possibly of all incomes accruing to 
foreigners and non residents. 


During the meeting Secretary Carlisle 


arrived to participate in a conference on 
the internal revenue schedule and gave 
a brief history of the income tax system 
in vogue during and after the close of 
war. He did not seem opposed to tho 
system which confined its operations to 
a tax on corporations, successions, 
etc., and, indeed, the whole Democratic 
membership committee now 
seems 


favorable to this plan, the only differ- 
ence of opinion being on the taxation 
of individual incomes. 


The Democrats met again tonight at 


the residence of Secretary Carlisle and 
resumed the discussion of various plans 
for the income tax, and it was thought 
probable the internal revenue schedules 
might bo completed by the next meeting 
of the committee.

IK no part of the proposed tariff, says

Ex-Secre- 
tary Manning is on record as having 
said that false invoices, undervaluation 
und similar frauds are inherent in tho 
system and long ago Henry Clay pointed 
out that if a merchant could fix the 
value of his imported goods he would 
not care what the ad valorem duty was.

land otlicc, such 


prices to be 25 per cent below the graded 
value of the land, except that no land 
will be sold for less than *2 per acre, 
and in fixing such graded value the 
company will, as it lias always done, ex- 
clude tiny value resulting from their set- 
tlement and improvement. 
"H must be understood that this con- 


cession applies only to those lands which 
were dial upon in the United States 
land offices prior to July 2<, 1803, and
